H ackney 

residents’ still 
have time to 
comment on 
planning applications 
that will determine the 
shape of the Queen 
Elizabeth Olympic Park 
after the 2012 Games. 

Currently, plans are 
in place for a circuit for 
competitive cyclists to 
be built so that it would 
cut through the legacy 


parkland in Hackney, 
and across the River Lea, 
making areas of the park, 
and the water’s edge less 
accessible to park users. 

However, the Olympic 
Park Legacy Company 
(OPLC) has put in 
planning applications 
to change the scheme to 
one that will open up 1.8 
hectares of uninterrupted 
open space and 144m of 
usable riverside, allowing 


the public better access to 
the water’s edge through 
open parkland. 

This new plans would 
move the cycle circuit to 
the other side of the River 
Lea. The Council is in 
support of the OPLC’s 
revised plans, which it 
believes would create a 
higher quality parkland 
for residents. 

The Council’s Chief 
Executive, Tim Shields, 


said: “As far as the 
Council is concerned, 
the new OPLC plans 
make far more sense 
for the people of 
Hackney; a high quality 
park with open space 
that all residents can 
enjoy, rather than one 
interrupted by a high- 
speed, competitive cycle 
track, which cuts off a 
huge area of green space. 
However, we understand 


the competitive cycling 
community and Sport 
England prefer the 
original scheme, so we 
would urge local people 
to look at the proposals 
and have their say.”

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It was 35 years ago, in June 1976, that Mr and Mrs Ball moved into Needwood House on Woodberry Down. Now they are settling into one of the 
first new homes to be completed on the estate as part of the Council’s 20-year regeneration programme 



ESIDENTS have 
been moving 
into the first 
homes for social 
renting built as part of 
the Council’s 20-year 
regeneration programme 
for Woodberry Down. 

Since 12 May, former 
Council tenants have 
been relocated to the new 
‘Reservoir’ apartment block, 
at the Old School Site on the 
estate, which are managed 
by Genesis Housing 
Association. 

The 117 new homes are a 
range of one, two and three- 
bedroom apartments, built 
by Berkeley Homes with 
funding from the Homes 
and Communities Agency. 

Among the very first 
to move into the new 
properties were Harry Ball, 
82, and his wife Olive, 77. 

It was 35 years ago that 
Mr Ball, a retired postman, 
and Olive, a house wife 
and former cleaner, first 


moved to the estate with 
their three young children. 
They were all thrilled with 
a top floor, three-bedroom 
flat in Needwood House - 
described at the time by Mrs 
Ball as ‘a palace’. 

So when the couple first 
learnt of the regeneration 
scheme for Woodberry 
Down, they were shocked 
and initially didn’t want 
to move, as they thought 
Needwood House would 
be home for the rest of 
their lives. 


But now they are living 
in a ‘top quality property’, 
with an amazing view across 
East and West reservoirs, 
Stoke Newington, and the 
City. Mrs Ball said: “It was 
hard at first getting used to 
all the windows. You can 
see the boats out there on 
the reservoir, and the birds. 
The city lights up in the 
evening, it’s lovely.” 

Her husband added: “We 
watched this building being 
built when we lived on the 
top floor of our old flat. 

“The doors are solid, 
all windows are double 
glazed and we can’t fault 
the developers, as they were 
very much on the ball.” 

Genesis Housing 
Association has a housing 


officer who visits residents 
to help make the process 
of settling into a new home 
less daunting. Mrs Ball said: 
“We are really enjoying 
living in our new property. 
We have always lived in 
Hackney, and this is the best 
part of the borough for us.” 

Cllr Philip Glanville, 
Cabinet Member for 
Housing, said: “I would like 
to welcome residents to their 
new homes at Woodberry 
Down. This represents a 
significant milestone for the 
20-year regeneration.” 

Ruche Peng, Regeneration 
Manager for Genesis 
Housing Association, 
added: “This is a very 
exciting time for residents 
moving into their properties, 
and we are positive 
about the future of the 
regeneration.” 

The next homes due to be 
completed for social renting 
will be at the Woodberry 
Grove North site.

OAP manslaughter verdict 


A MAN has been 
found guilty of the 
manslaughter of 
a pensioner in her 
Stamford Hill home. 

Kuba Dlugosz, 33, 
was found guilty at the 
Old Bailey on 23 June 
of manslaughter and 
burglary. He will be 
sentenced at a later date. 

Eveline Kelmenson, 

83, was left bound and 
gagged on the bedroom floor in her nightclothes after her 
home in Leweston Place was burgled on 27 November 2008. 
Her wedding ring, a gold necklace and key pendant 
were taken, and her property ransacked, before she was 
abandoned. She died of hypothermia and her body lay 
undiscovered for five weeks. 

Police were called to the property on 1 January 2009, after 
concerns were raised for Miss Kelmenson’s safety. Dlugosz 
was arrested and subsequently charged on 28 July 201 0. 
Detective Chief Inspector Stewart Hill, who led the 
investigation, said: “Miss Kelmenson must have been 
absolutely terrified the night Dlugosz entered her home and 
restrained her on the floor. As he left her property, carrying 
her valued possessions, he didn’t spare one single thought 
for her welfare. The determination and tenacity of all those 
involved in the investigation has helped to secure the 
conviction of a ruthless and wicked individual. I can only hope 
that this result today brings some solace to Eveline’s family.” 


Love London Fields 


A SERIES of awareness days have been taking place as 
part of a Council campaign to encourage residents to love 
London Fields’ this summer. 

Council staff, police and safer neighbourhoods teams will 
next be patrolling on 6 August to encourage people to 
use recycling and waste 
bins, and ensure any 
barbecues are on stands in 
a designated area -which 
is being trialled at the 
Broadway Market end of 
the park. People barbecuing 
outside the area will be 
asked to move. Action will 
also be taken to tackle any 
anti-social behaviour or 
illegal trading 
in London Fields.

The original cycle circuit 
plans were created before 
the Legacy Company was 
set up as a dedicated body to 
plan and oversee the long- 
term development of the 
Park. Since then the OPLC 
has produced a masterplan 
to develop it over the next 
25 years. 

Andrew Altman, Chief 
Executive of the OPLC, 
said: “We think our plans 
make a better park for 
everyone to use. By having 
the top-class cycle circuit 
on one side of the river, we 
can strengthen public access 
to the river and create a 
generous open parkland for 
all types of public recreation 
and community activity. 

“This area would also 
have spectacular views of 
the Velopark and the Lee 
Valley. We want to hear 
from everyone, and for 
Hackney residents to make 
their views known.” 

The planning consultation 
closes at midnight on 6 July, 
however people can still 
submit their views after this 
period.

The project is part of the 
Council’s £9million Ciissold 
Park restoration project, the 
biggest transformation of 
the park in over a century. 
Among the improvements is 
the refurbishment of Grade 
II listed Ciissold House - 
which will have function 
rooms available for hire. 
There will also be new and 
renovated animal and bird 
enclosures and a butterfly 
dome. 


And since May, young 
skateboarders, roller-bladers 
and BMX riders have been 
experiencing the jumps and 
mounds at Clissold’s wheels 
park. 

A multi-use games area 
for five-a-side football, 
basketball and table tennis 
has also been created. 

Caroline Millar, Chair 
of the Ciissold Park User 
Group, said: “What is really 
great about the play area is 
that there is something for 
everyone - my 13 -year-old 
and her friends, my eight- 
year-old and my three- 
year-old. Getting children 
and parents involved in the 
design has paid off.” 


Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care, and 
Culture, Cllr Jonathan 
McShane said: “This 
ambitious project to 
transform Ciissold Park is 
nearing completion. There 
is a little more work to be 
done but when it is finished, 
it is going to bring this 
wonderful park back to its 
former glory and make it 
a place that we can all be 
really proud of.”

Route on 23 June, as they 
celebrated national Bike 
Week with a mass ride. 

The ‘Bike Across the 
Borough’ event was 
organised by the Council 
and The Learning Trust, 
and saw children cycling the 
six-mile route from Finsbury 
Park to the Olympic Park. 

Starting at Parkwood 
Primary School, N4, the 
ride followed the new 2012 
route through Clissold 
Park, Hackney Downs and 
Well Street Common, with 
more schools joining on 
the way. The ride ended 
at social enterprise and 
community venue, the View 
Tube, which overlooks the 
Olympic Park. 


Students, school staff 
and cycling instructors 
then headed to Well Street 
Common in time for 
lunch, where they listened 
to Olympic medallist and 
long-time GB cycling team 
member, Bryan Steel, and 
competed in a static bike 
race put on by British 
Cycling. 

Bryan said: “Cycling all 
the way across a built up 
area, seeing such a large 
group of young people 
on bikes, and seeing the 
Olympic Park for the first 
time was great. It’s going to 
be a moment in my life I’ll 
remember forever.” 

The ride was a chance for 
students to practice on-road 
cycling skills learned this 
year through national 
standards cycle training, 
while experiencing how easy 
and fun it is to get across the 
borough by bike.

O NE of the great 
things about 
Hackney is the 
way people get 
on together, says Mary 
Cannon. Adding: “That 
means we can work 
together and support each 
other.” 

Mary, who is Chair of the 
Community Empowerment 
Network (CEN), knows 
Hackney’s voluntary and 
community sector well. 

It’s one of the most vibrant 
and complex in Britain, 
with an estimated 1,800 
organisations operating 
inside the borough’s 
borders. 

These community and 
voluntary groups make up 
the less visible networks and 
social bonds that are a part 
of Hackney’s fabric. They 
are an intricate mix, ranging 
from international charities 
to small groups of interest 
that, together, represent 
the voices of local people 
and address their different 
needs. 

Mary has spent her life at 
the centre of this network. 
After attending Dalston 
County School for Girls, a 
predecessor of the Petchey 
Academy, she embarked 


on a career in the voluntary 
and community sector, 
becoming one of its key 
representatives. 

She says: “If you look at 
the history of Hackney you 
see a wide range of people 
coming here, perhaps to 
escape persecution, but 
certainly to live in an area 
that welcomes new arrivals. 
A lot of organisations 
formed following the 
arrival of people from 
different communities, and 
these groups contribute 
to Hackney’s cohesive 
community today.” 

Mary’s CV tells a story 
of a life dedicated to 
the rights of people and 
harnessing the power of 
community. Highlights 
include working with others 
at Age Concern Hackney to 
set up innovative projects 
like Hackney Silver Surfers 
in 2002, supporting and 
training older people to use 
the internet; and Age Well, 
a service offering mid life 
support and advice. 

She was Chair of 
Governors at De Beauvoir 
Primary School, is currently 
CEO of Hackney Marsh 
Partnership, and has 
worked for both the local

THE GREEN GENIE 


All your recycling 
questions answered 

Q: I lost my Green Box a while back and have been 
using an old storage container to store my recycling, 
however it’s not always collected. Why? 

A: If you have lost your Green Box, you can order another 
one from the recycling hotline (below). There is no limit 
on the amount you order, and they stack neatly inside one 
another when empty if storage is an issue. The boxes are 
made from 1 00 per cent recycled plastic and are delivered 
free of charge within five working days. 

Crews are instructed to collect only these Council-issued 
boxes, which have a lip that 
hooks onto the side of the 
collection truck to help with 
the sorting of materials. 

They are also designed 
so that they can be lifted 
safely and easily. 

Remember to write your 
house number in the space 
provided to help collection 
crews return boxes back to 
the correct property.

A NEW programme aiming 
to train 75 new beekeepers 
over the next year has been 
launched in Hackney. 

Capital Bee is part of the 
Capital Growth programme, 
set up to encourage food 
growing in London. 

Rosie Boycott, journalist 
and Chair of London Food, 
launched the programme last month at St Mary’s Secret 
Garden in Hackney, one of the programme’s seven training 
sites across the city. 

Trainers Gustavo Montes De Oca, and Zoe Palmer also 
work with young people at local social enterprise, The 
Golden Company, which produces honey, hives and 
cosmetics. Two more trainers, Ian Bailey and Alessia 
Boli, will also be working with students at several hives in 
Hackney City Farm. 

London has over 2,500 registered hives, so people are 
never far from a honeybee. Those who don’t want to work 
with bees directly, can encourage them by growing bee- 
friendly plants ranging from flowers in a window box to a 
fruit tree in the garden, or by just allowing weeds to grow.

Quitting smoking can help 
improve physical health 


NHS East London and the City is urging more people to get 
tested for sexually transmitted infections (STIs), following 
a rise in diagnoses in London. 

Results from the Health Protection Agency found a one per 
cent increase in people across the capital being identified 
with an STI. The East London trust that covers Hackney 
said the rise means more people are getting tested and 
treated for infections. However, work continues within 
communities to help people make safe decisions about 
sex, raise awareness of the signs and symptoms of STIs, 
and to encourage access to testing, it added. 

Dr Jose Figueroa, Deputy Director of Public Health for 
NHS East London and the City, said: “Many STIs, like 
chlamydia, have no signs or symptoms; sometimes 
symptoms don’t appear for weeks or months; or they go 
away even though you still have the infection. Therefore 
you can pass it to others without realising it. STI screening 
is free, confidential and should be part of your health 
routine especially if you practice unsafe sex or when you 
change partners.” 

He added: “Using condoms is still the most effective 
way of avoiding STIs and a wide range of condoms are 
available free from GPs, sexual health clinics, community 
pharmacies and many young people friendly settings.”

Breath when you’re singing 

IT may not necessarily be easy on the ears, but singing 
can be very good for the lungs, according to a team of 
health experts.

As well as receiving singing 
lessons, residents can also have their lung capacity 
tested to identify problems such as chronic bronchitis and 
emphysema at the St Joseph’s Hospice event. 

Claire Davey, Physiotherapist at Homerton hospital, 
said: “Tests can measure the capacity of each 
individual’s lungs and is important in helping us to 
assess any damage. 

“It has also been found that singing can help people with 
breathing if they have a chronic lung condition.” 

Resources in Hackney for chronic lung conditions 
delivered by Homerton hospital include support network 
Breathe Easy Group, pulmonary rehabilitation and 
exercise and education programmes run at sites across 
the borough. The event takes place at St Joseph’s 
Hospice, Mare Street, E8, on 6 July, 1 ,30-3.30pm.

CITY and Hackney 
Centre for Mental Health 
has trained 23 staff 
as smoking cessation 
advisors. 

They will provide 
psychological support 
to smokers with mental 
health difficulties to help 
them quit tobacco, taking 
them through the thought 
processes of giving up and 
supporting them to make 
informed decisions. 

Life expectancy for 
people with chronic 
mental illness is shorter 


than those without. The 
initiative aims to improve 
the physical health of this 
group by showing the 
harmful effects of smoking 
and offering treatment. 

Kate Organ, Lead 
Pharmacist at the unit, 
said: “I have seen first- 
hand the benefits of this 
service. One individual’s 
facial complexion, after 
just two weeks of quitting, 
changed from a greyish 
matt to full of colour and 
radiance. He also reported 
increased energy levels and 


easier breathing.”

The then 
Metropolitan Borough 
of Hackney opened the 
doors of the Town Hall to 
visitors.

but the Council’s other 
major plan - to erect an 
open-air civic theatre in the 
middle of Clapton Square 
- came to nothing. The 
Clapton Square Protection 
Committee led a campaign 
objecting to the plan and 
also the estimated £17,000 
cost, and in April 1951 
the idea was vetoed by 
the Minister of Local 
Government and 
Planning, although 
the Square still 
played host to a 
number of concerts 
throughout the 
Festival period. 
Architecture was 
a key focus for the 


design the Festival’s emblem 
was won by artist Abram 
Games who had been a 
pupil at Hackney Downs 
School. His creation became 
one of the most distinctive 
pieces of British 20th 
century design. The logo 
appeared on everything 
from sweet wrappers to 
postage stamps and is still 
instantly recognisable today.

IN the lead up to and 
during the London 2012 
Games, it is proposed that 
changes are made to the 
way some roads operate. 
The Olympic Route 
Network (ORN) and 
Paralympic Route 
Network (PRN) will allow 
athletes, officials and the 
media to travel reliably 
to and from events using 
Temporary Games Lanes.
